Subscription Which Is Larg- 


Balloons Will Release Two Or- 
ders for $50 Certificates 
in Flights Tomorrow. 


The largest subscription to the 
gcond issue of Liberty Loan Bonds 
in the St. Louis Federal Reserve Dis 
trict was announced today by the 
poard of directors of the St. Louis 
Union Bank, which authorized the 
purchase of $10,000,000 worth of the 
Government securties on behalf of 


the bank. 

The largest purchase of thes» 
bonds previously was the subscrip- 
tion of the Mercantile Trust Co., 
several weeks ago, for $5,000,000. 

Announcement of the St. Louis 
Union Bank's subscription was made 
by Neill A. McMillan, chairman of 
the Board of Directors. 

“Our board, in taking this action 
considers that the bonds must be 
sold,’ McMillan said to a Post-Dis- 
“The Government 
needs the money and its representa- | 
tives mean what they say when they 
point out that inasmuch as men 
have been conscripted wealth can be 
conscripted in the event we fail to 
do our duty. 

“4 Sound Investmnet.” 

“We are prompted to buy these 
bonds because we hold the belief 
that every man, woamn and child in 
the country is trying to do their 
part. We feel that the entire bond 
issue will be sold and see in these 
securities a sound investment. Oue 
must consider that every other spe- 
cies of property in theecountry is 
really a second mortgage to these 
bonds. We are only trying to do our 
part.” 

The St. Louis Union Bank’s sub- 
oa amounts to exactly one- 

th of the minimum bond quota 
for St. Louis—$40,000,000—or more 
than one-seventh of the maximun: 
quota for the city—$68,000,000. The 
purchase also amounts to one- 
twelfth of the. $120,000,000 minimum 
quota for the Eighth Federal Re- 
serve District, comprising Missouri, 
Indiana, Kentucky, Illinois, Tennes- 
see and Arkansas—or to one-twen- 
tieth of the maximum district quota 
—$200,000,000.

70 GET COAL FOR SALE 


Comptroller Notified That Source 
of Supply Could Not Furnish 
Fuel-for Municipal Yards. 


Director of Public Welfare 
Schmoll's proposed plan for the es- 
|tablishment of 12-afunieipal... coal 
‘yards to supply coal in small quanti- 
ties to poor persons at low cost dur- 
ing the winter received a setback this 
morning when Comptroller Nolte re- 
ceived a telephone message from F. 
W. Klein, president and general man- 
ager of the St. Clair Coal and Mining 
Co. near Belleville, with which the 
city has its contract for coal, that 
it could not undertake to supply coal 
for resale. 

Director Schmoll, in telling of his 
plan today, said that he expected to 
meet opposition from local coal deai- 
ers, whose business would be inter- 
fered with to some extent. 

At the afternoon meeting of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. Director Schmoll said he will 
submit an ordinance appropriating 
$38,580 for the expense of 12 muni- 
cipal yards. He estimated that 
wages of employes would be $91.20 
a day, or $9120 for four months, on 
a basis of 25 days a month; that 
other expenses would bring the sta- 
‘tion cost up to $11,200; that the coal 
would cost $26,400, and the freight 
and demurrage would be $960. 7 

‘The Public Welfare Director said 
that many persons who buy coal by 
the basket pay as high.as 25 cents 
a bushel for it, and that he favored 
a charge of 11 cents a bushel by the 
cjty. Such charge, he said, would 
mean a loss to the city of the $11,- 
200 for station expenses, although 
at that price the cost of the coal and 
freight would be met.

Local Shipment for U. S. Soldiers 
Includes 58 Dozen Garments; 
3600 Women Working. 


The first shipment of sweaters, 
Song age scarfs. and wristlets knitted, 
by St. Louis. womem form: 
pea was sent to France vamter 
day from the knitting shop of the 
American Red Cross Society, Ninth 
and Olive streets. 


Fifty-eight dozens of these knitted} 


comforts comprised the shipment, 
representing the work of approxi- 
mately 3000 women volunteers dur- 
ing the month which has elapsed 
since the shop was opened. 

Included among the garments sent 
for distribution among the’ soldiers 
now in France were socks knitted by 
machines recently installed at the 
knitting shop. Miss F. A, Lynes, 
manager of the knitting departmen ., 
says these socks rival in quality ard 
workmanship any now available in 
the retail market. They nave been 
turned out on six high-speed knit- 
ting machines rua vy two shifts of 
women, morning and afternoon. 

he sweaters and helmets, heavy 
winter-weight garments, were a!l 
knitted by hand. Other hand-made 
articles, fashioned from wool yarn 
by numerous women and girls, em- 
ployed downtown, while riding wn 


street cars to and from work, are the 
‘scarfs and wristlets, Miss Lynes said. 
Almost 2600 Workers. 

When the knitting shop was 
opened only Miss Lynes and one or 
two other women were on hand, 
Volunteers, however, were not long 
tn coming, until today the women 
knitting various garments under tire 
auspices of the Red Cross here nur..- 
ber approximately 3600. Practically 
all of the work is done away frem 
the knitting shop, which serves prin- 
cipaily as a supply depot and school 
for beginrers 

Women desiring to knit for the 
soldiers are supplied with a hank of 
wool, fer which a deposit of 85 cen’s, 
or the retail cost of the hank, is 
made. The wool can then be taks: 
away and fashioned into various 
articles of wearing apparel. 

When finished the garment and 
left-over yarn is returned to. the 
knitting shop and the deposit is re- 
turned. This system is followed in 
order to provide the Red Cross So- 
ciety with reasonable assurance that 
wool taken from the shop will be re- 
turned as a finished garment, mae 
Lynes pointed out. 

Women, unable to knit, are vs 
structed by a competent staff of vol- 
unteer teachers on duty daily at the 
shop. As soon as the student be- 
comes proficient she is allowed to 
take her work home. The teachers 
now at the shop are graduates of the 
shop itself, having learned to knit 
when the place was first opened. 

Use of Knitting Machines. 

A different system is used in con- 
nection with the knitting machines. 
After a week of instruction, a siu- 
dent is termed competent to handie 
one and afterwards is assigned to a 
three-hour period one day each week 
with a group of five other women to 
run the machines. 

Additional shipments will be made 
within a few weeks, Miss Lynes ex- 
plained, as the workers have attained 
a high production average.

SUBWAY PLAN FAVORED 
Mill Tax Will Be Abolished by 

Committee’s Plan If Com- 
pany Agrees to Levy. 


President McCulloch of the United 
Railways will be invited to attend a

corporation.

GERMAN SKILLED LABOR 
NOW DONE BY WOMEN 


Workers Have Been Advanced 
From Just Common Task, 
Writer Says. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 


ROTTERDAM, Netherlands, Oct. 


12.—The German Empire, to somc) 
extent, has become dependent upon | 


women’s labor. declares a German 
correspondent of the Nieuwe Rotter- 
In the hospitals, at 


positions, the work is principally 
done by women. In even first-class 
restaurants girls and women have 
replaced the waiters. The traveler 
who enters a hctel encounters a por- 
ter in long skirts, who carries out 
his behests as quickly as before. 
Street traffic is largely in the hands 
of the women. ' Women conductors, 
drivers and inspectors are dressed in 
the uniform of their male colleagues 
but with skirt or bloomers. 

Passengers meet with better treat- 
ment than was the case with the 
male staff. On the railroads women 
are serving in booking offices, as 
guards on the trains, or as porters. 
Letters and telegrams are delivered 
by wdmen and girls. Most of the 
few automobiles are driven by wor- 
en. 

But the main work of women is in 
the factories. The skilled work has 
now more and more passed into their 
hands, as well as the carrying of 
heavy loads. At the turning bench, 
at the furnaces, everywhere they 
are met with. Their wages at seven 
or eight marks a day are equal to 
men’s earning for like labor. They 
work in blue smock frocks and 
bloomers with 2 sort of sailor’s ca» 
or cloth on their heads, with black 
hands and rolled-up sleeves: and 


more to be seen in the street: even 
with bare legs. for stockings are a 
superfluity in factories; at the fur- 
naces and such like occupations. 
The results of women’s work in 
the mining industry are termed very 
satisfactory. The sorting of sweep- 
ings, old iron and brass, the unload- 
ing of freight cars, is performed by 
woman's hands and arms, and a new- 
comer is amazed at the way in which 
she clambers about and lifts and 
shoulders loads.

E Five Classes and Given Privil- 


eges According to Behavior.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 19.—The 
Missouri penitentiary will throw off 
_. the shackles of barbarism Nov. 1, 
and will take its place among the 
_’ progressive penal institutions of the 


- world when the merit system sup- 
lans the torture system and the 
law allowing families of convicts 5 
per cent of their prison earnings 
ceases to be dead letter on the stat- 


ute books. 


The Prison Board announced yes- 
terday that the torture rings at the 
penitentiary had been removed from 
the walls and that the extreme pun- 
ishment for obstreperous convicts in 
the future will be solitary. confine- 
ment. The element of fear has been 
eliminated as a disciplinary measure 
and has been succeeded by the hope 
|. of reward. 

: Under the new discipline the con- 
. yicts will be divided into five groups, 
A, B, C, D and E, according to their 


behavior., 


All prisoners, on being committed 
to the penitentiary, will be listed in 
grade C. Class C inmates will be 
permitted to write a letter once a 
week, receive relatives once each 
month, receive an allowance of to- 
bacco, newspapers, magazines and 
books, have access to playgrounds 


Saturday and Sunday, and will be al- 
lowed 3 per cent of their earnings on 
the first of each month. 


Promotion for Obeying Rules. 


Class B convicts will get double 
allowances of these privileges and 
will be eligible to work on the pris- 


om farm and in convict road camps. 


They will receive 4 per cent of their | | 


earnings. 


On March 1, 1918, all convicts who 
have lived up to the rules will be 


promoted to Class A. Their privi- 
leges there will be much more ex- 


tensive and they will receive 65 per’ 


cent of their earnings. On Feb. 1 


all prisoners who failed to obey the | | 
rules for the last precedirg 90 days! | | 
will be reduced to Class D, where |. 
their allowances will be cut down || 


and they will receive only 2 per 
cent of their earnings. 

Prisoners who have been guilty of 
gross violations will be placed in 
Class E and will be permitted only 
to write a letter once in three weeks.

The Torture Rings. 


The new departure in prison man- 
agement here is the culmination of a 
fight begun by the Post-Dispatch 
and taken up by other newspapers 
and humane organizations of the 
State at the time the convict, Steve 
Wilis, was kept in the “rings” sev- 
eral days.

The 
only relief afforded was for the vic- 
tim to double his legs under him and 
hang his whole weight upon his 
wrists held fast in the iron rings.

MISSOURI BOY GERMAN 
PRISONER THREE YEARS 


Youth, 13, Back in America 
Through Agency of Red Cross; 
Thin From Scanty Food. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 19. —Lucien, 
Busiere, a pale faced boy, somewhat 
small for his 13 years, who is a na- 
tive of the Huckleberry Finn region, 
arrived at an American port with a 
good working knowledge of the .Ger- 
man language, acquired in nearly | 
three years in German prison camps” 
in Northern France? He still speaks 
the language of his father, Theophile 
Busiere, a Missouri farmer. He in- 
timated that all his languages were 
inadequate to tell just how he felt 
about the Germans. 

Early in 1914 the boy’s father got 
word from France that he had in- 
herited a small estate and he went 
over, taking Lucien with him, to dis- 
pose of his interest, He is an Amer 
ican citizen, but neglected to take his 
papers with him, and when the war 
came he was mustered into the 
French army. He left Lucien with 
relatives at Lille and went to the 
front. The Germans captured Lille 
and Lucien. 

Father Gets Out of Army. 

Meanwhile the father was 
discharged from the French army 
with regrets and thanks, as he had 
proved to be a good soldier. — 

The father then. began a search 


returned to America. Alexander 
Sedgewick and his wife, attached to 
the Red Cross tn r‘rance, were depu- 
tized to find Lucien. They succeeded 
through the personal interest of 
Ambassador Sharp. After the Ger- 
mans captured Lille they sent Lucien 
to Germany and he was kept in 
various prison camps. 

The German Government, having 
no use for little boys incapable of 
heavy work, willingly surrendered 
him to the Red Cross,-which took 
him to Amiens and turned him over 
to the French. From Amiens he 
was sent to Havre and thence to 
Southampton, accompanied by Dr. 
Sedgewick. 

At Southampton the British spy 
investigators suspected at first that 
Lucien was a German as he was 
rigged out in cheap German cloth- 
ing. He was puzzled and mortified 
when they stripped him, turned his 
clothing inside out and even cut 
open his shoes to find German mes- 
sages. 

The investigators said the boy 
might not be conscious of being a 
carrier of prohibited information but 
that the search was necessary be- 
cause the Germans had sent many 
children over the border, all pro- 
tected by identification papers, with 
code messages sewed in their shoes 
or clothing. 


Still Thin From Short Rations. 

Although Lucien has been well fed 
since he came from Germany he has 
not had time to recover from his 
long period of short rations and is 
still thin. He is shy and inclined to 
cbey orders automatically, the effect 
of nearly three years under German 
military rule. 

He said he and the other child 
prisoners from France had not been 
treated unkindly but there was not 
enough for them to eat, and he 
feared that if America did not defeat, 
the Germans soon, all the children 
would starve to death. None of the 
little children was forced to work in 
the camps he was in, but all adults 
from enemy countries had to work 
hard on short diet.

Busiere Had Given Up Son as Lost | 
Family Elated by Return. 

BEVIER, Mo., Oct. 19.—The hap- 
plest family in all Macon County to- 
day is that of Theophile Bustere, 
which has learned from Red Cross 
officials that their son, Lucien, re- 
covered from the Germans, is on his 
way to Bevier. Busiere was the leader 
of a miners’ band of Bevier. He 
worked in one of the big collieries 
there. He and his wife were natives 
of France. In the early summer of 
1914 they returned to France. Their 
relatives lived near the Belgian bor- 
der. The Busieres were preparing to 
return home when war was declared 

Busiere and his family were scat- 
tered, but finally reassembled after 
the German enemy passed, with the 
exception of Lucien, the oldest, who 
was missing. 

Busiere became a soldier of France. 
He served in the front line trenches 
in the early days, and one day Bu- 
siere, when in a hospital with 
wounds, was notified that France 
thanked and exempted him from fur. 
ther military service because a sixth 
child had been born, which under 
the law of France exempts the father 
He returned to Missouri. 

The wife remained in France some 
months longer searching for her boy, 
and-then, giving him up as dead, re- 
turned to America.

In answer to a question concerning 


pro-Germanism in Finland, the Pre- 


mier said: “While it 1s truo that 
some individual Finns are pro-Ger- 
man, the Finnish Government has 
never had any relations with the Ger- 
man Government. By cultivation we 
belong to Western Europe and have 
always felt nearer the Germans than 
the Russians. Wo used to pray that 
Germany would defeat Russia, for in 
such a defeat we saw a chance for 
our freedom. But the Russian revo- 
lution promises more. 

“If the Powers assure us freedom, 
|we are willing to negotiate details 
with Russia, but we must feel more 


certain of the Powers’ support be- 


| fore we are willing to wait tranquilly 
pax a general peace conference.

All Finns Want Independence. 

Prof. Stohlberg, leader of the

| commissioner at Helsingfors. “If the 
| Powers could find it possible to ex- 


wcress themselves about Finland’ s in- 


| ternal freedom as clearly as was the 

case with Poland,” he added, “Fin- 
land would be quiet. Otherwise, 
there is no telling what may hap- 
pen,”’ 

Former Premier Tokoi, who lived 
for several years in California and 
is now a leader of the Socialists here, 
said: “All Finns want independence. 
The only difference is in methods. 
My party wants immediate auton- 
omy./ I resigned on account of the 
dissolution of the Diet. In interhal 
matters my party considers Finland 
already free, without further act by 
Russia. The question of independ- 
ence in the election was not promi- 
nent because the desire for inde- 
pendence is in the blood. 

“The attitude of the Russian Gov- 
ernment is for complete autonomy, 
but with Russian naval bases and 
fortress. All other questions are pos- 
sible of liquidation, though the Rus- 
sians feel hurt by the Finns’ lack of 
faith in the revolution. Finland is in 
ferment. It is unsafe to leave the 
assurance of liberty unguaranteed in- 
definitely.”’

Houston Man to Direct Military 
Relief Work. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19. —Appoim- 
ment of Jesse H. Jones, a Houston, 
Tex., business man, as Director Gen- 
eral of Military Relief Work of the 
American Red Cross. was announced 
today by the Red Cross War Coun- 
cil. He succeeds John D. Ryan, re- 
cently appointed by President Wi'- 
son to membership on the war coun- 
cil and will serve without compensa - 
tion for the duration of the war. 

He will supervise the activities 
of the Red Cross in rendering ‘such 
service as it will be called upon by 
the army to give in connection with 
the camps and cantonments and also 
the bureaus of base hospitals and 
hospital units, medical service, sani- 
tary service, camp service and can- 
teen service.

During the _ following epoch, 
known as the Pennsylvanian or car- 
boniferous period, St. Louis and the 
territory as far East as Pennsyl- 
vania consisted of vast swamps and 
marshes. Peat beds, forming at thi; 
time, were kept from decaying by 
the muddy swamps. The coal de- 
posits were formed then YWfor which 
this region now is noted. One can 
estimate the time required to form 
these coal deposits from: the scien- | 
tific knowledge that a coal strata ot 
one inch requires 1000 years in 
which to form. Many coal veins are 
100 feet thick. The famous St. Louis 
fire clay also originated at this time. 

“St. Louis next appears as 
stretch of dry land,” continued Prof. 
Macelwane, “inhabited by the pre- 
historic relatives of frogs and sala- 
manders. Cockroaches of huge pro- 
portions infested the swampy dis- 
tricts, while mayflies with a wing 
spread of five inches, and large 
worms, locusts and spiders lived on 
the dryer portions. 

“This era preceded the ‘Age of 
Reptiles,’ during which the Missis- 
sippi River first came into existence. 
Gigantic reptiles came into being, 
some of them monstrous alligator- 
shaped bodies that moved about con 
four legs and were about 80 feet 
long from the tail to nose. 


Crocodile With Bat Wings. 


“Another species of these ante- 
diluvian creatures was a monster re- 
sembling a crocodile, but which flew 
through the air on great batlike 
wings,” he added. “These reptiles 
were both vegetable and flesh eat- 
ing. Numerous relics have been | 
found in the Mississippi Valley. | 

“After a period of several thou- | 
sand years the Age of Mammals be- 
ran.

Since we have not yet got into the field against 
Germany there is nothing to be gained and much 
to be lost in dignity and in the esteem of the 
world by flamboyantly declaring war against all 
of Germany’s allies and announcing a huge spe- 
cific program of war aims. 

We are at war with Germany without a flour- 
ish of trumpets. The first thing to do to make 
the world safe for democracy is to crush the 
German military power, which is the head and 
front of the alliance of the central Powers. We 
are practically at war with Austria and Turkey, 
since we are aiding nations making actual war 
upon them. If Austrian and Turkish ships or 
soldiers get in range of our guns they will be 
shot up. But if Austria and Turkey do not care 
to declare war upon us, why should we bother 
about it? We will help to lick Germany and 
that will bring up the whole question of a set- 
tlement in favor of democracy. The tail will go 
with the dog. 

The “rhetorical sham’”’ is in the Colonel's far- 
fetched, sneering attack on the administration 
which is preparing in earnest for a war to a fin- 
ish with Germany and which will insist upon 
peace terms making the world safe for democ- 
racy, no matter who may be hurt. We are go- 
ing into the war with dignity, determination and 
high aims, but without bombast and spectacular 
declarations. 

The Colonel is indulging in “rhetorical sham” 
for purposes unworthy of a patriotic public man. 
He does not contribute to the success of the war 
we are in nor to the first step towards making 
the world safe for democracy by trying to be- 
little the administration and bring it into dis- 
credit. 
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CHANCE FOR EAST ST. LOUISANS. 

The commission form of municipal government 
does not always result in the conditions most to 
be desired. It merely provides a _ short cut 
through which the people find it easier to obtain 
their wishes and to make sure of responsiveness 
on the part of those who serve the community. 
The quality of the government must still depend 
on the people themselves. 

But in practically every place in which the com- 
mission form has been introduced it has caused 
a tremendous shake-up in old habits of commun- 
ity thought, in old lines of political effort, in old 
shiftless methods of municipal admmistration.

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A START ON A STATEHOUSE. 

Missouri has made a start on providing her- 
self with®*a new Statehouse. 

That is to say, she has completed a commo- 
dious, well-appointed structure where those who 
serve the State may be conveniently quartered 
and where records of official transactions may 
be safeguarded. This week sees a new structure 
occupied, which is described as presenting many 
admirable and evengattractive features, as mak- 
ing, in short, a most creditable start toward a 
Statehouse. 

For, after all, it is only a start. A rain-tight 
roof, substantial walls, a lighting system and 
heating and ventilating apparatus do not make a 
Statehouse. These are essential structural mate- 
rials. On the way they are utilized may depend 
in some dégree the verdict on the wisdom and 
success with which we build. 

But after these have been given place and form, 
another and even more important task remains. 
They make up only the inanimate body into 
which other creative forces must later breathe 
the breath of life. 

A Statehouse that really typifies the might and 
aspirations and achievements of a great Common- 
wealth is, as a matter of fact, never completed. 
The work of fitting it as the central point from 
which the authority of a body politic is directed, 
of making it worthy of the beneficent ends 
which the Government of a self-ruling people has 
in view, of preparing it as the sanctuary of a 
people’s hopes and the abode of forces expressive 
of their spiritual life, goes on forever. 

At the point where the task of other builders 
ends, the work of art begins. We are so consti- 
tuted that State pride, civic emulation, gratitude 
to past benefactors perpetually need the stimulus 
of very tangible reminders. A Statehouse is a 
place where distinguished service should be hon- 
ored, where vivid records of things deserving to 
be remembered should be preserved. Painting 
should give -its distinction to important facts in. 
history. What . Western State has a history that 
lends itself more admirably to painting than that 
of Migsouri? Sculpture should perpetuate the 
names of men of usefulness and merit.

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REFORM AT THE STATE PRISON, 

The punishment of the rings, long under the 
disapproval of the best sentiment of Missouri, 
and other cruel disciplinary measures are to be 
abolished at the penitentiary. Anndtncement of 
the introduction of the merit system as a sub- 
stitute is gratifying. Convicts are to be graded 
according to behavior. Incentive is given for 
good conduct by according to those of the higher 
grades privileges withheld from lower grades. 

Confidence in the workings of the new system 
might be greater if initiated under other auspices 
than those of Porter Gilvin, lately appointed 
Warden. As deputy at the prison for many years, 
he has not, so far as is known, shown himself 
particularly receptive to new ideas in the man- 
agement of such institutions. He was, in fact, 
the official who has carried into effect the harsh 
unintelligent policies of past managements that 
brought the institution under reproach. 

A Warden of different past associations, one 
who had been brought into contact with the | 
workings of the new penology and who was not 
identified in the,minds of the present convicts 
with the methods of his predecessors, would have 
a promise of greater success with the reformed 
system. No disposition, however, exists to judge 
Mr. Gilvin by any other test than that of results. 
He may be assured of public co-operation if he 
shows sincerity and capacity. To gain recog- 
nition he has only to make the prison what the 
people want it to be. That is, an institution 
devoted to the education and reclamation of un- 
fortunates and not to contractors’ gains; an {p- 
stitution of humanity, not vindictiveness and 
spite.

“| Remember Faces but Have 
a Poor Memory for Names” 


Author of a Book on ‘‘A Perfect Memory,’”’ An- 
alyzes Mental Processes That Bring About 
That Embarrassing Situation and 
Points Out the Remedy. 


H, yes, I remember faces: but 
I have a poor memory for 
names.” 

How often do we hear that ex- 
planation made in business and social 
life by persons who, on being intro- 
duced to strangers, forget their 
names a moment after the meeting. 
Marvin Dana has written a book, 
published by Edward J. Clode, New 
York, “A Perfect Memory; How to 
Have and Keep It,” in which he 
analyzes the mental processes tha' 
make up our memory and shows how 
by lack of concentration, a common 
failing, the mind fails to record per- 
manently vital impressions. Follow- 
ing is his interesting explanation why 
we neglect to remember names: 


ERHAPS, the commonest in- 
p stance of a lack of concentra- 
tion that is really nothing oth- 
er than absent-mindedness is _ in 
connection with the matter of re- 
membering the names of persons 
met either socially or in business. 
The average person, when intro- 
duced to a stranger, looks at the new 
face with some curiosity, gives a 
merely mechanical attention to the 
name, if, indeed, he notice it at all, 
exchanges a few more or less per- 
functory words, and passes on to 
another meeting. Ordinarily, the 
appearance of the stranger holds 
some measure of interest. We smile 
over the kindliness of one face, grin 
at the grotesqueness of another, re- 
spect a third, and detest a fourth, 
and by so much our attention is held 
to the forms and faces of the 
strangers. 
Another factor is involved, inas- 
much as the vision registers auto-

, matically, as a usual thing, its im-
